the Bausch and Lomb Bronze 
Medal for excellence in Science 
over the four years of high school, 
He was chosen from among twelve 
competitors.

Maybe there will be more next year, and may- 
beinot. The decision will be made by the Town Manager 
and Superintendent of Schools, and@or their designees, 
they being the Town's Sidewalk Committee. 

If there happens to be no funds the decision will go 
further up the chain of command, to the Town Meeting. 

During the past few days there has been a complaint 
to the Town Crier about lack of sidewalks from Melody 
Lane to the Shawsheen River area of Shawsheen Avenue, 
the last quarter of a mile from the school to homes in 
Wilmington. The Town Crier was told that there would 
be people at the School Committee meeting Thursday 
evening 

So the Town Crier went up for a look, as school let out. 
Monday afternoon. 

The children used the new sidewalks. There were none 
on the streets, where there were sidewalks 

At the corner of Grace Drive and Shawsheen Avenue 
jl the children turned right, to use the Grade Drive 

jewalks, except four, who continued straight. ahead. 
yatiéer there was a fifth, as will be related. 

Of the four who used Shawsheen Avenue instead of 
Grace Drive, two turned right at Melody Lane, to go to 
Grace Drive, and two continued straight on, to go to 
Shawsheen Avenue homes. 

At about the same time four girls who had used the 
Grace Drive sidewalks. came off Melody Lane and went 
tohomes along Shawsheen Avenue 

‘The fifth person who walked down Shawsheen Avenue 
Was a boy, who was large enough to be a sixth grader. 

He walked on the left, facing traffic all the way. He 
was the only person out on the street to do so. 

He and the other four, this column understands have 
been told to use the Grace Drive sidewalks.

Number One. was made half a dozen years ago by a 
local.club,..adéiliated with a national, organizatiogr of 
young nien. Each year the local clubs of this national) 
organization are expected to name an “Outstanding 
Young Man of the Year”, 

Sometimes this particular local club is up to a mem- 
bership of 70, and sometimes it is down to a member- 
ship of one or two, It all depends on the drive of the 
young men of that particular year. In the year that the 
award of Outstanding Young Man was given to Mr. 
Miceli there were three or four members in the local 
lub - and one cruel hearted individual has suggested 
that the vote in the club was not unanimous. 

‘Anyway Mr. Miceli became the Outstanding Young Man 
of the Year, by dint of three or four votes. Quite an 
accomplishment. It was as though a four man bridge 
club had voted one of its members the Outstanding 
Bridge Player of the Year. 

But there is a difference. Ifa person should happen 
to be yoted the Outstanding Bridge Player there is no 
national organization that is going to take cognizance 
of the honor.

the cost of perhaps less than $20 a young man can have 
his name printed in a book that is entitled “Outstanding 
Young Men of the United States’’, or some such title. 

‘That was honor Number Two, for Selectman Miceli. 

Then, on November 19th he got his Community Ser- 
vice award. It might be fair to examine his Community 
Service record. 

Four or five weeks before the award Selectman 
Miceli appeared before the Planning Board.

So an Executive Session was ordered, and the four or 
five spectators had to leave the room, while Selectman 
Miceli had his little to say about the plan of land. 

Nothing was said when the spectators returned, but 
Selectman Miceli made it his business to attend subse- 
quent meetings of the Planning Board, and, on one 
occasion, to thank them for their kindness in listening 
to him 

Mr. Gillis, privately, after the first meeting, said 
that Mr. Miceli had advanced no reason why there 
should have been an Executive Session, and that nothing 
he had said could not have been said in open meeting. 

A few weeks later the word drifted around that what 
Miceli was trying to do was stop construction of a home 
across the street from his own home. No one on the 
Planning Board seems to have said this, but that was 
the story being told around town. 

Finally, after five weeks of delay, and after the Plan-
